The Fear of God in Holy Writ, is uſually put : 
for the Sum and Subſtance of Religion; an ex, 
act and uniform Obedience to all his Com- 


mands, as they ſtand revealed to us therein. 


This is what the Preacher expreſly tells us, 
when in ſumming up all that he had: ſaid, he 


cloſes with, * Let us hear the Concigſun 


of the whole matter Fear God, and keep bis 
Commandments, for this is the whole Duty of 
Man. A Picking and Qhooſing of this or that 
particular Duty, and aifregatding all the reſt, 
will never do our Buſneſr: He that breaks 
one Link of the Commandments, breaks the 
whole Chain; and he that fails in one Note 
of his Duty, ſpoils the Harmony of rhe whole:

only Reaſon requires it, but God commands 


Secondly, The Obligations ariſing from Gra- 
titude to Princes, are equally enforcing to the 


Duty of honouring them. To them we ſtand 


indebted for the greateſt Bleſſings of common 
Life. To them next to God is it owing, that 
* every. Man ſits under his own Vine, and 
his _  owg,. Fig-tree. To their Care and 
Watchfulneſs, we are indebted for Protect ion 
from our Enemies. As they muſt deny them- 
ſelves, and forego; much of their Pleaſure, to 
watch; over us for our Good; that we may en- 
joy Safety, and poſſeſs the Comforts and Con- 
veniences of Life, it wou'd be an Argument 
of the baſeſt Ingratitude and Diſingenuity, to 
refuſe to acknowledge theſe Benefits: A Vio- 
lation of our Obedience, and little leſs than 
Diſloyalty, not to Reverence, Reſpect and Ho- 
nour them. But above and beyond all, as 
they are Patrons of our Religion, and Nurſing 
Fathers of our Church: As they are Cheriſhers 
of | Truth, Piety and Virtue. In ſhort, as all 
the Bleſſings We enjoy, and the Evils we 
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wou'd avoid, is owing (next I mean to the 
good Providence of God) to their Vigilance 
and Induſtry, the leaſt we can do in return 
for all theſe, is to pay them a full, hearty, and! 
lively Obedience. The Perſians, as the Hiſto- 
rian * informs us, were ſo ſtrict in honouring 
their Princes, that they even 1doliz'd and a- 
dor'd them. And that from a Senſe of Gra- 
titude only, as what was due to them from 
the Difficulty of their Office, and the Benefits 
produc'd from their Care of them. And tho? 
we as Chriſtians are not oblig'd to expreſs our 
ſelves in ſuch extravagant Strains of Reſpect 
and Loyalty; yet ſurely we owe as much Ho- 
nour to them, for protecting us in our Civil 
and Religious Liberties : And conſequently 


are oblig'd to pay a juſt Reverence to them. 


Thirdly, and Laſtly, As the Commands of 
God, and Gratitude to Princes oblige, ſo our 
own Intereſt no leſs engages us to Honour 
enn;
